The famed Air Force colonel, 
former pastor whose life story 
has recently been released as 
the movie, "Battle Hymn." told 
with great emotion the plight 
of the children of war.

Hess refuted charges made 
against U.S. servlccment who 
occupy foreign countries. 

, "When my men discovered

the little Korean orphans were 
raiding the garbage pails out­ 
side the mess hall, they start­ 
ed dumping their whole dinner 
into the palls.

"As this is against regula­ 
tions, the men soon began or­ 
dering two portions of food  
one they ate and the other for 
the garbage pails.

"These were the men who

were allegedly breaking down 
diplomatic relations," Hess 
related.

He told stories of the men 
cleaning off a landing strip 
and discovering the bodies of 
a Korean family. The grand­ 
parents, their daughter, and 
her two children, one still 
strapped to the mother's back, 
and all of them had been shot 
through the head.
